Personally,  I am  a modest  (if  there  be  such)  Traveling  Salesman, 
with  an  intense  love  for  flowers,  which  I inherit  equally  from  both 
parents.  I’ve  had  several  kinds  of  fevers  in  my  existence, 
namely  Bird  Fever,  Hen  Fever,  and  Dog  Fever,  as  well  as  Flower 
Fever;  but  the  worst  of  all  is  the  Dahlia  Fever.  “ Dahliaitis” , 
I call  it.  Once  it  fastens  its  tentacles  upon  you,  you  are  a goner 
— no  cure! 


The  only  relief  is  Dahlias  and  more  Dahlias.  But  what  cleaner 
and  more  beautiful  hobby  could  one  have  than  the  glorious 
Dahlia  hobby? 

I started  a garden  of  Dahlias  seven  years  ago  and  I have  been  at 
it  ever  since.  The  greatest  satisfaction  to  me  from  the  hobby 
is  the  production  of  new  seedlings — the  crossing  of  the  different 
types  and  colors — in  the  hope  of  producing  something  new  and 
worth  while;  the  anxious  watching,  waiting  and  wondering  if  I 
have  something  new  or  startling  in  color  or  type,  or  perhaps 
both,  and  the  joy  of  visiting  the  garden  some  beautiful  morning, 
and  finding  a new  bud  unfolding  that  gives  promise  at  least  of 
being  out  of  the  ordinary.  The  feeling  is  grand  and  no  mistake. 
I feel  that  I have  been  very  fortunate  indeed,  in  originating  a few 
seedlings  of  sufficient  merit  to  offer  my  fellow  Dahlia  Enthusiasts, 
and  I sincerely  trust  the  purchasers  of  either  of  the  herein  de- 
scribed seedlings,  produced  at  Hav-a-Look  Gardens,  may  ex- 
perience an  equal  amount  of  pleasure  from  growing  them,  that 
I have  in  producing  them. 

I never  intended  to  enter  the  commercial  ranks  as  a grower  of 
Dahlias,  but  I find  I cannot  keep  up  with  the  game  without 
disposing  of  my  surplus  stock,  hence  this  modest  little  brochure 
which  I trust  will  be  acceptable  to  all  who  receive  it.

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I specialize  in  the  following  varieties,  originated  by  my 
esteemed  friend,  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Murphy,  a grower  of  more 
than  twenty  years’  experience,  who  has  undoubtedly  produced 
more  meritorious  Dahlias  than  any  other  New  England 
grower  under  like  circumstances.  Every  Dahlia  here  listed 
is  worthy  of  a place  in  any  dahlia  garden  in  the  country;  in 
fact,  a number  of  these  varieties  are  already  grown  from,  coast 
to  coast.

Just  a word  on  the  subject  of  Green  Plants:  An  experience  covering  a 
period  of  four  years  has  proven  to  my  entire  satisfaction  that  Green  Plants 
are  equal,  if  not  superior  to  Bulbs.  They  are  safer  to  plant,  as  you  can 
plant  them  later  if  you  wish,  with  good  results,  or  you  can  plant  them  ear- 
lier than  bulbs,  and  if  they  get  nipped  by  late  frost,  cut  them  back  and 
they  will  come  again.  They  produce  better  and  clearer  flowers  than  bulbs, 
and  flower  earlier.  They  possibly  do  not  produce  quite  as  many  tubers, 
but  the  tubers  average  better  quality  and  size.  With  this  single  exception, 
I consider  them  far  better  than  the  average  bulb.  This  explanation  is 
written  only  for  those  who  have  never  had  experience  with  Green  Plants. 

The  grower  who  has  used  them  will  take  them  every  time  in  preference,  if, 
grown  cool  and  stocky.  Especially  as  they  are  cheaper,  being  only  about 
one  half  the  price  of  bulbs.  Seventy  per  cent  of  my  flowers  last  season 
were  produced  on  green  plants  and  I never  had  finer  or  larger  blooms. 

Try  Green  Plants  and  have  twice  as  many  for  your  money. 


At  the  exhibition  of  the  Massachusetts  Horticultural  Society  and  Dahlia 
Society  of  New  England,  September,  1921,  I was  awarded  honorable  mention 
on  new  seedling  Dahlia  and  First  Class  Certificate  of  Merit  on  Collection  of 
Seedlings  by  the  Massachusetts  Horticultural  Society — not  showing  for 
competition.  In  September,  1922,  I showed  in  the  Class  for  Seedling  never 
before  shown,  and  was  awarded  first  prize  by  the  Dahlia  Society  of  New 
England  and  honorable  mention  on  collection  of  Seedlings  for  exhibition  only 
by  the  Massachusetts  Horticultural  Society. 

I offer  the  Dahlia  loving  public  nine  seedlings,  originated  at  Hav-a-look,  for 
dissemination  in  the  Spring  of  1923. 

Several  of  these  are  of  an  entirely  different  type  of  petal  and  coloring,  than 
any  others  in  the  country  today,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  and 
as  such  I trust  will  prove  a welcome  addition  to  the  many  meritorious  varieties 
already  introduced. 

Hav-a-!ook  Gem 

This  as  is  indicated  by  its  name,  is  truly  a Gem.  A creamy  colored  incurved 
hybrid  cactus  type,  the  edges  of  the  petals  are  a bright  vermillion  shading  to 
orange  and  changing  again  to  henna  with  age,  the  petals  also  incurving  still 
more  ball  like. 

This  Dahlia  created  a furore  at  the  Exhibition  held  by  the  Massachusetts 
Horticultural  and  Dahlia  Societies  of  New  England  at  Boston  in  September, 
1921,  and  was  awarded  Honorable  mention  by  the  Massachusetts  Horticul- 
tural Society,  as  being  a distinct  departure  in  Dahlia  production.  I did  not 
show  for  competition  being  one  of  the  judges  for  the  New  England  Society. 

There  is  something  particularly  alluring  about  this  Gem;  the  more  you  see  it, 
the  more  you  want  it.  Of  average  size,  grows  about  four  feet  high,  does 
better  in  a dry  season,  and  will  stand  considerable  pruning. 

I had  not  intended  introducing  it  until  1924,  but  so  many  of  my  friends  and 
customers  have  begged  me  for  it,  that  I have  decided  to  offer  a limited  number 
of  bulbs,  delivery  May  10th,  1923.
